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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The terminal 

disclaimer filed on 3/27/2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on this 

application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patents 6,812,219, 7,148,206, 

and 7,105,493 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Likewise, the provisional rejections over co-pending applications 10/609,298 and 1 1/005,444 has 

been withdrawn per MPEP 804, subsection I.B.I which states: 

If "provisional" ODP rejections in two applications are the only rejections remaining in 
those applications, the examiner should withdraw the ODP rejection in the earlier filed 
application thereby permitting that application to issue without need of a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer must be required in the later-filed application before 
the ODP rejection can be withdrawn and the application permitted to issue. 

It is noted that a terminal disclaimer has been filed in copending and later filed 
applications 10/609,298 and 1 1/005,444. The double patenting rejection over 1 1/005,443 has 
been withdrawn as that application has been abandoned.
